Rector, Hits Venerated Doctrines. 

Dr. Grant’s sermon also touched on 
the subject of marriage and divorce— 
a subject in which Dr. Grant had 
shown much interest, particularly 
since Bishop Manning warned him, 
two years ago, that he could not carry 
through his announced intention of 
marrying Mrs. Philip Lydig, twice a 
divoreée, without violating the canons 
of the church. 

Concerning marriage, Dr. Grant said: 

“If we clearly understand that 
priests have no power to make mar- 
riage more than it is, its sacredness, 
we perceive, comes not from a priest, 
but from its essential characteristics, 
which have to do with the attitude and 
lives of the people involved, and can- 
not be preserved as something inde- 
pendent of their feeling, will and be 
ha vior. 

The sermon also opposed the conse- 
cration of churches as “an idea in- 
herited from the age of witchcraft” 
and urged that consecrating of churgh 
buildings be stopped “if that prevents 
them from being used as forums.” 

Bishop's Letter to Dr. Grant. 

Bishop Manning’s letter to Dr. Grant 
said: 

“ You will, I hope, believe that what 
I write is not written under any sense 
of irritation nor with personal feeling 
of any sort.

ESSEN, Jan. 19.—The Ruhr miners’ 
council today decided to confer tormor- 
row with Gen. Degoutte at Dusseldorf 
and protest against the confiscations 
of mines and coal, demand the release 
of various officials and mine owners 
under arrest, and insist upon the re- 
moval of French troops from the pit- 
heads. They will continue work until 
a reply is recefved. 

A few hundred workers at some of 
the smaller shafts, owned by the estate, 
struck tonight. 
The French confiscated 35,000 tons 
of coal en route to Germany. 
Operators neglecting to pay the Ger- 
man 40 per cent coal tax to the French 
will be fined 100,000,000 marks or sen- 
tenced to five years’ imprisonment, it 
was announced today. 

Seize Banks, Start Panic. 
The French measures to prevent 
evacuation of securities from the Ruhr 
are creating financial consternation. 
The French troops seized 220,000,900 
marks which were loaded on a trick 
in front of the Reichsbank in Dussel- 
dorf and took over the bank. This 
started a run on other banks, which 
closed their doors. They expect to re- 
open tomorrow. 

Guards were posted at the Reichs- 
bank branch in Essen and other cities 
in the Ruhr. Rung on banks in May- 
ence and elsewhere have begun. The 
people fear seizure of the institutions 
by the French.

LONDON, Jan. 19.—France has 600,- 
000 men under arms and ready to go 
into action in event of war with Ger- 
many growing out of the Ruhr inva- 
sion. From 45,000 to 60,000 are en- 
gaged in the occupation of the Rubr, 
and 75,000 are stationed in the cc- 
cupied areas in the Rhineland. 

Germany Has 500,000. 
Germany, while ite nominal army 
totals less than 100,000, has five times 
that many actually in training and 
prepared to become soldiers on short 
notice, according to information given 
out by French authorities in Paris. 
A Berlin dispatch gave the follow- 
ing information concerning the Ger- 
man army: It consists of twenty-one 
infantry, eighteen cavalry, and seven 
artillery regiments. Its total strength 
is less than the 100,000 permitted by 
the Versailles treaty. The country 
is divided into six military districts, of 
which Muenster is the headquarters. 


Skeleton of Big Army. 

It was pointed out in Paris thaf.. 
while the German reichswehr is Umit- 
ed to 100,000, practically all are non- 
commissioned officers, enlisted for 
twelve year terms, and capable of 
forming the framework of a much 
larger army. Germany could put seven 
full divisions in the field on very 
short notice. Although the Veragilles 
treaty does not allow Germany any 
heayy artillery or military aviation, 
some heavy guns are placed on rhe 
Russian frontier and its commercial 
airplanes could easily be converted and 
used for scouting.

FRENCH IN RUHR FIND 
HUNGER CHIEF FOE- 
Oos VANISH 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 19,—(By the 
Associated Press.]—Some official quar- 
ters say the economic problem now 
confronting the French is nothing less 
than a question of how to prevent 
starvation among the several millions 
of inhabitants of the valley. Official 
dispatches indicate that a food short- 
age of serious proportions became evi- 
dent immediatelysafter the French 
military authorities moved in, and say 
that real suffering now exists in many 
places. Normal food supplies in the 
Ruhr, it ig said, have seldom exceeded 
stocks for one week. 

Those who have knowledge of the 
industrial conditions and the tepogra- 
phy of the region as it bears on the 
food supplies view this situation with 
great alarm. 

The Ruhr valley normally imports 
approximately 75 per cent of all the 
food it uses, according to government 
records. The 500,000 miners and sev- 
eral hundred thousand other industrial 
workers there must depend therefore 
almost wholly on outside food sources, 
as the small agricultural production is 
expected here to be retained so far as 

by those who produce it. Bvi- 
dénce of efforts on the part of the 
farmers to eave the food for themselves 
has in fact already reached official cir- 
cles here. 

Means of ingress and s to the 
valley are gaid to be extremely Um- 
ited. German transportation condi- 
tions are bad and, by deductions made | 
from news dispatches, officials here de- 
clare that traffic in food must have 
been virtually suspended when the 
French took charge. In support of this 
view there was at least one official re- 
port showing that the small railway 
facilities entering the valley were bur- 
dened with the French military move- 
ment.

Our expenditures run nowadays in the billions, 
so a few tens of millions more or less may not 
seem worth a fight.

LUXOR, Egypt, Jan. 19.—-[By the 
Associated Press.]—What are believed 
to be the oldest specimens of canned 
beef in the world have been discov- 
ered by excavators in the tomb of 
King Tutenkhamun. While it was 
not wholly palatable, being 3,350 years 
old, the meat is in an excellent state 
of preservation. 

The meat had been embalmed and 
was contained in elliptical receptacles 
resembling huge Easter eggs, forty 
of which were removed from the tomb. 
Still other meats found were haunches 
or venison, trussed ducks, and joints 
of game. These were packed in 
wooden boxes, shaped according to the 
nature of the contentst.
